PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
UNDER M.P.E.P. 711.03(c)(1)(B) 

Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the holding of abandonment under 
M.P.E.P. 71 1 .03(c)(1)(B) in the above-identified patent application on the basis that 
there is no abandonment in fact. 

The applicants are in receipt of a Notification of Abandonment dated January 18, 
2006. The notification states that applicants failed to respond to the notification of 
Missing Requirements mailed June 27, 2005 within the time period set therein. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the declaration of the inventors identifying the
